. Commission appointed by the Church 
Assembly to study the problem of repairing 

churches has completed its work, and _ its 
report has now been published.* 


It is a timely document, for the problems are 
considerable. Not only has time marched on to add 
wear and tear to the ravages of the past, but neglect 
enforced by the war years has brought about a 
serious situation. The drive to overcome it is bold 
enough to admit the difficulties of the times with the 
need for many other building and repair activities 


and, at the same time, to state realities in terms of 
pounds, shillings and pence and to make an appeal 
even though the sum may amount to £4,000,000 


The Commission proposes to launch its appeals in a 


very businesslike way by suggesting that a 


trust be established to assist county or regional 
organizations as well as to control national appeals and 
funds. In addition, many details of such a scheme are 
confidently discussed. 


If it is possible to proceed thus to meet this 
problem, first by recognizing it and then by organi 
the finance to implement a solution, then of course 
other problems arise and call for equal recognition 
from the beginning. The Commission realizes that 
it is not sufficient merely to repair, it 1s essential also 
to establish a steady system through which historic 
churches can be kept in good repair in the future, to 
avoid the accumulations such as have been caused by 
the war and post-war years. The report examines not 


] 


only the legal and ecclesiological responsibilities 


ANCIENT HERITAGE 


but it indicates ways and means by which the results 
aimed at can be achieved. 


It is recognized that repair and maintenance is an 
empty gesture if it is not supported by local interest 
and: pride, both by the craftsmen who may be con- 
cerned and by the incumbents and parishioners for 
whom the churches should be a living local institution. 
Nothing should be further from future efforts than a 
mere desire to dot the countryside and the towns 
with museum pieces for the satisfaction of tourism 
and ‘* wanderlust.” 


Here, however, enter factors of which the Com- 
mission has done well to remind us. There are many 
incumbents and churchwardens who, often through 
ignorance, do not act wisely or frequently enough to 
ensure vigilance over the buildings within their 
charge. The report makes some wise recommenda- 
tions to remedy this not uncommon state of affairs. 
There are, owing to war and post-war conditions, 
fewer craftsmen able to carry out repair work to 
the standards and quality needed; they must be 
encouraged and increased in numbers by establishing 
courses of training and the recognition of the needs 
by the Ministries of Works, Labour and Education. 
The strong possibility of the expenditure of 
{4,000,000 spread over ten years throughout the 
country’s 15,779 churches should be something of a 
financial encouragement to see that this is done 
and the policy of ensuring continual inspection and 
maintenance in the future should guard against the 
effort appearing to culminate in a dead-end. 

There is, too, the professional side. It is not 
possible now to leave the complex and _ technical

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problems of repair entirely to local craftsmen. 
Modern technique can save much work, time and 
money and even whole buildings if applied rightly 
by experienced practitioners. In spite of the increased 
numbers of qualified architects coming from our 
schools, the Commission observes, and we think 
truly, that a lack of traditional training and an 
increased concentration on “ modern” materials 
and construction in the schools has led to a dangerous 
lack of appreciation and knowledge required for the 
skilful treatment and preservation called for by 
existing historical buildings ; the heritage is to that 
extent being largely ignored as an asset for culture 
and progress. The report asks that there should be 
more specialization in this sort of work and special

It is a vast country. In Europe only 
Russia, Germany, France, Spain and 
Sweden have larger areas, and there is 
only a population of four millions 
Thus by slow and easy stages we made 
our way up to Rovanieme, right on the 
Arcuc Circle. 

Rovanieme is the capital of Finnish 
Lapland. In 1944 when the Germans 
were retreating towards Norway they 
devastated Lapland. In Rovanieme not 
one building was left standing. At 
once the Finns started rebuilding to a 
plan produced by Aalto. It is not 
nearly completed yet, but the work 
which has already been done is a fine 
testumonial to the hard work of the 
Finns. There is a fine, up-to-date hotel 
to cater for the large tourist trade. This 
is one of the many fine hotels which 
the Tourist Bureau is putting up 
throughout the country 

The town itself is a surprising collec- 
tuuon of contrasts. Vast new concrete 
blocks rise next to the shacks which the 
inhabitants threw up temporary 
accommodation. The roads are gravel 
and not yet properly paved. Yet there 
is much for the architect to see: the 
hotel, a large central post office, the 
school, which was in course of con- 
struction when we were there, the 
church, which is a subject of heated 
controversy, and which I personally did 
not like, are but a few items. It is, of 
course, too early yet to get much idea 
of the complete effect of the town as 
development is not all in one area, but 
where one can see the occasional com- 
pleted group of new buildings it shows 
promise of great things. On the whole 
I was very disappointed in the design 
and detailing of the majority of the 
buildings. In all fairness, however, I 
must say that it poured with rain all the 
time we were there and it is difficult to 
appreciate even the best of architecture 
when soaked to the skin. 

As soon as we left, of course, the sun 
shone brightly again. In Tornio, our 
last port of call in Finland, it was warm 
and balmy The lilac was just in 
bloom, in August. Here there is a 
charming old timber church, with a 
graceful spire so slender that it is hard 
to believe that it is covered in wood 
shingles. It was a graceful and fitting 
finale to the architecture of a country 
which uses timber more than any other 
material. 


So we crossed the border back into 


Sweden. We hope to go back to Fin- 
land oneday. No one could travel 
through Finland, as we did, without 


making many friends on the way, and 
without being filled with admiration for 
their courage, their cheerfulness, and 
their industry, living as they do in one

The inclusion of some of the codes 
in the building series seems uncertain 
since they have only a very limited 
bearing on the work of the architect or 
builder; for example, the code for 
opucal projection equipment for 
schools issued some time ago as draft 


Code 412; certainly architects may 
need some of the information in such 
1 code and in others of a similar 


character but equally they need other 
information which appears in codes or 
publications not in this series. If the 
codes ever come under the jurisdiction 
of B.S.I, this problem need not arise 
as all codes would be part of a B.S.I 
code series covering not only building 
but almost all fields of installation 
There are a number of codes which 
were forecast in an H.M.S.O. publica- 
tion, issued in 1948, setting out the 
full scheme that have not yet appeared 
and some of them I would like to see 
issued soon. Above all I should like to 
see the remaining chapters of the Code 
of Functional Requirements as_ this 
part of the code series gives the basic 
knowledge on which all our buildings 
should be designed. I have, from time 
to time, heard comments that some of 
these functional codes very 
elementary but, while this may be 
true, it 1s as well that all the essential 
factors are since even the 
most principles can be 


recorded 
elementary 
overlooked 

I am sorry the code for site investi- 
gation, published as a draft in this 
series, faded away into a private publi- 
cation of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers. It may have been that it 
went beyond the needs of an architect 
dealing with the average building, but 
it was useful for large building sites 
There is a very real need for a code 
dealing with site investigations for 
small and medium sized jobs as one 
has to explain and train junior assistants 
to obtain the right information about 
sites. 

I look forward to seeing the codes on 
windows, doors and their hardware as 
they would be extremely useful. I 
would also like to see codes for damp- 
proofing and tanking, construction of 
steps, private drives and paths and for 
septic tanks as all of these, in my 
opinion, are more urgently needed than 
some of the codes for services as for 
these the architects and builders rely 
more on the specialist engineers
